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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach the specific building material 
comprising cellulose fibers coated with quaternary amine dispersant. 
Applicants have overcome In re Gibson (assertion that changes in 
sequence of ingredients obvious absent evidence to contrary) because 
they have shown pre-treatment of fibers (versus adding the fibers and 
dispersant to cement) is critical. Reference is also made to the 7/30/07 
132 declaration which shows that pre-treatment of cellulose fibers versus 
just adding cellulose fibers to cement and dispersant mixture achieves a 
higher strength (see 132 declaration).
